There se^ws to be 
a cor27elt?.tion ootT'/ec’n liis sud.ii.en abandonmont of tiie suoject and Crari'ison*s very bad shov/ing 
in liis rmi for judge. How, although he is hesitant, he describes himself as a ’'liberal*', 
ine iirst time he v/as asked, he pr<3t'-;nded it is an uiiuelcone designation. But later, when 
askeo. about political entertainers, ho did describe iiirnself as liberal, in a sense tliat tills 
is other tlian conservative, tiiose being the t\io \/ords used. But he need not kive. i^e could 
have gone into his stiindard routine on liberals and called liiiaself a radical, i^s political 
declarations v;ere strangely mild, having to do more witli integrity tlicOi issues or the 
organisation of society.
